one side, and the people on the other.
Upon tbe result of that issue will de-

pend the very existence of republican
institutions, and thoso who indulge
in tbe sombre apprehensions of the
alarmist, are not the only ones who
look forward with doubt and fear, to
the terrible trial wbicb remains to
test the fate of the republic. Eter
nal vigilance is the price of liberty.
and even that ancient aphorism has
not saved those nationalities alter
which our own is modeled, and it re-
mains to be seen whether mankind
are capable of profiting by the ex
amples, or taking warning by tbe
vissiludes of other generations. Un-
less they cau d bo, history would
seem to be very useless. And yet,
that no one generation repeats the
follies, the blunders, and the crimes
of its antecedents, is proved right
under our eyes every day. The hope
in our country is in the superior in-

telligence of its masses, and the be-

nign influence of a pure religion.
But knowledge is a two-edge- d sword,
and men will not always nse tbe
knowledge they have to the advan-
tage of virtue and honesty. Knowl-
edge sometimes merely increases the
skill of the wrong-doe- r, and to do
right for its own sake is far more es-

sential to the public safety, than to
know a great deal and perform a very
little. On tbe other band, potent as
religion has ever been to improve
and sanctify individual life, it has
heretofore been found a disturbing
element in government, and worldly
affairs seem to glide along more
smoothly when managed with world
ly wisdom. Where, then, is our im
munity from tbe perils that have
heretofore overwhelmed republics 1

It can only be found in an honest
love of.. country, broad as tbe conti-
nent on which we live, and lasting
from generation unto generation.

The government has shown itself
sumciently strong to coerce refracto
ry states, but the next question af
fecting its performance is far more
vital can they be made to love it 7

Without this, a government resting
upon the consent ot tbe governed,
cannot last. I here is no danger ot
any more secession soon in this coun
try. We have lately bad a bitter
lesson on that subject. The perils
that threaten us, frown in the por
tents of a growing political corrup
tion. The next struggle ot tbe repub
lic for its life, will have to be fought
against vice, luxury and demoraliza
tion. Those who sincerely desire
the perpetuity of the constitution,
should lose no time in preparing
their country to grapple with coctin
gencies lying just ahead, as startling
as those which lie just behind us.

The fight we have had was a mere
skirmish compared to that which
awaits our children, unless this gen-
eration, by timely action, avert tbe
danger. Nor is there time for de
lay. In our day men move with in
tensified velocity. In tea years of
average life now, a man would live
more than in fatty of the olden time.
Besides, tbe conflict bas already be-

gun. The enemy are in the field.
lbere is need for something to be
done at once, and that something
must be the right thing.

We must have a return to tbe
sterling primitive principles of tbe
republic.

Preliminary to this, we must have
a better understanding with each
other as citizens of a common coun
try. Harmony of sentiment and con
cert of action among good and true men
oj the whole country, is the next nation-
al necessity. And fortunately every
citizen can contribute to this, by
simply divesting himself of his preju-
dices, and offoring up his party spirit
upon the altar ef his country. The
time has come of which Washington
gave us warning in hi farewell ad-

dress. Those who hope always for
the best, are the most likely to face
danger with discretion, and rise to
the true dignity of patriotism. And
first of all, sectional antagonism must
be eradicated. How to calm turbid
passions engendered by tbe late sec-

tional war, has been no easy prob-
lem. The friends of reconciliation
have apparently had a hard task.

Seward, the wiliest diplomat of tbe
century, retired from the experi-
ment, baffled and defeated. Johnson
and Greeley and Sumner have suc-
cessively made noble, though con-
flicting, sacrifices for its sake, aud
found that instead of creating light,
they were Only flinging loose embers
over a powder magazine. Plan after
plan of the magicians has exploded
just as they supposed they had reach-
ed the point of discovery. The few
suggestions made by those who were
honestly on the losing side, have been
even more unsatisfactory. The sub-
ject sems to be so disagreeable, that
men who are otherwise reasonable
enough, cannot talk about it without
losing temper and falling out with
their friends. And yet there is no
good reason why this matter should
not be discussed in a temperate mood,
and disposed of as any other neces-
sary business transaction which has
proved painful because it baa paid a
loss.

We cannot hope for real peace
except through mutual concession.
It may be pleasanter to lay all blame
on others, and refuse to admit any
truth disadvantageous to ourselves.
But peace is worth some self-denia- l,

and it is a soft answer
that turneth away wrath. A
free and full expression of in-

dividual opinion is compatible with
all the amenities of life, and cultiva
ted minds are accustomed to exam-
ine all shades of opinion in order
that they may the better make up
tbeir own.

Men are not necessarily inconsist-
ent who accept and abide by condi-
tions they struggled against, but
could not help. Men of energetic
thought cannot abide stagnation of
ideas. As circumstances change
around them,new images are evolved,
new plans unfolded. The human
mind accomplishes nothing in a state
of repose. And those who acquire
new thoughts, are apt to forget old
prejudices. Intellectual progress
often detects and exposes the errors
of not only other men but of tbe
thinkers themselves, and hence ari-
ses that liberality of refined society
which begets a spirit of charity as
broad and generous as Christianity
itself.

It need not be asserted that the
South has been treated as well as it
has deserved since tbe surrender.
That would open the door to another
angry discussion. But it can' be
safely said that the representative
men of the South have been more
mildly dealt with than they them-
selves expected.

It was perhaps natural that the
North, after such a desperate strug-
gle, should have felt some uneasiness,
either that tbeir ultimatum would be
disregarded, or that hostilities might
be renewed. They were too mag-
nanimous to execute or banish tbe
leading men of the South, but they
jealously excluded them from all
places of trust and honor, and shut
them out from the councils of the
nation.

Natural as this mistrust may have
been, it has retarded pacification, and
bas been a financial misfortune to
tbe men who indulged it, as well as
a serious detriment to those towards
whom directed. There were men at
tbe South good and true men, who
stood ready to set examples ef pa-
triotism, and to give counsels of wis-
dom. But the disfranchisement of
these men, broke up all respectable
leadership in the South ; and, left
without leaders, there could be no
practical concert of action among
good men, accustomed to look for
advice and enlightenment to those
whom they loved, honored and trust-
ed, just as tbe people ef other States
love, honor and trust those whom
they consider safe counselors in pub-
lic affairs. This may have gratified
some few who were narrow enough
to rejoice in what they imagined
would humiliate the South. But it
was a great disaster to tbe North,
and equally as degrading to it as to
the South, for the character of tbe
United Sates Congress as to truth,
veracity and honesty has been sadly
impaired by excluding tbe South'
true representatives, and. admitting
pliant spoliators, who are a reproach,
not so much to their immediate con-
stituency, as to the nation whose
laws are in tbeir making, and whose
Credit Mobilier, Vienna Exposition
scandal and back pay steals, have
disgraced our nationality among
honest men throughout the world,
But there is another respect in which
disfranchisement bas operated inju
riously to tne .rsortn. Those men
who have surreptitiously crept into
the vacant places of the South's tru
ly representative men, have busily
made mischief, and in the conscious-
ness of their false position, they have
forecast prognostications as to
what their chances for preferment
would be when disfranchisement
should be done away with, and have
made bitter and uncalled.-fo- r attaoka
of a sweeping kind upon the recon-

getbee free from tbe control of tbe
publishers. Many of these publish-
ers live by tbe patronage ot politi-
cians, and those whj.do not, carry
comparative little political influence.
.Nevertheless, tbe press bas done and
is doing good work towards tbe res-
toration of good feeling, and many a
noble thought goes home to the heart
at the quiet morning hour, when,
searching for news, tbe eye rests on
some powerful appeal for peace,coup-le- d

with some current incident fa-

miliar to everybody, and therefore
available to point a moral, and make
those who are personal strangers to
each other, and residing far apart,
arrive at simultaneous conclusions,
just as though tbey were sitting
within reach of the same voice.

It was one of these writers who
remarked, iust after the close of
tbe war, that tho difficulty in tbe
way of making peace was to re-

strain the fary of the non combat-
ants. And it is a notorious corrob
orative fact that not a single sol-

dier of any eminence as to courage
upon either sioe has said or done
anything to provoke the passions
or arouse the phrensy ot his ad
versaries.

It is another singular fact that
almost every attempt to hurry up
conciliation bas brought the author
of it into disrepute with bis late
comrades. It seems to be one of
those things in which the masses
move slowly but surely, and in
which they do not brook leader
ship or precipitation. Tbey wish
for time to think it over as tbey go
along. But there should be a iim
it to this dilatoriness, or those
who participated in the war will
all die before the proper time comes
to forgive them. We are not the
first or only people who at the end
of a civil war have had to forgive
each other many grievous wrongs.
But this forgiveness must be tbor
ough. It must emanate from the
source of power the people vhem-selve- s.

There must be faith, there
must be hope, there must be char
ity.

The North should be judged not
so much by what it did as by what
it might have done. The South not
so much by what it has done, as by

what.it has s u tiered. Whenever
the people muster to the polls and
prove by their ballots that tbey
will no longer tolerate tbe nend ot
bate, the legislation of the country
will soon reflect the real sentiments
of tbe masses. Tbe people at heart
are right. The war of 1861 was
contrary to their wishes and their
judgment. A comparatively few
men plunged their countrymen then
into a general war which tbe ma-

jority condemned as unnecessary,
and unless some check is placed up-
on the power and audacity, the
greed and selfishness of those who
are now following politics as a
trade, there is nothing to prevent
the utter subversion of the constitu-
tion. Nor will a mere change in
tbe administration do this. There
is a shameful similarity between
tbe abuse of power and the means
ot getting it, which is prevalent in
one party, apparently as much as
the other. If men were honest, it
would make little difference wbicb
party gain the ascendancy. And
when both are dishonest, it makes
little difference too.

Tbe disgrace and danger to the
country are the same when tri-

umphant Tammany robs Democratic
New York, as when defiant spolia-
tors riot iu peculation upon tbe pub
lic treasury at the national capital.
There ought to be a spirit in the
iaDd sumciently aloof from party
control to discard every other an-
tagonism, and lay aside every other
difference, until the question is set-
tled between the honest men and
the rogues. The latter should be
driven from political consequence.
This is not to be done by chimeric-
al experiments in getting up new
parties, or fashionable new depar-
tures to disrupt old ones. But
there must be a more active asser-
tion of tbe good and true men with-
in their own party lines, to purify
and sweep before their own doors.
And before this can be hoped,
there must be a restoration of peace,
and not of peace alone, but of con-
fidence between those who differed
about tbe war. For while the bears
have been fighting over it, tbe fox
has walked off with the booty.
But the same perplexing question
recurs : How to bring about this
reconciliation f One way is to stop
imputing bad motives to others who
have hitherto led au honorable lite.
Just as soon as one of those mani-
fests a peaceable disposition, and
appears willing to aocept reconcili-
ation, the post bellum valor of the
mischief-maker- s breaks out in
clamor and vituperation. And what
will these noisy critics propose them-
selves 1 Nothing! Beauregard ac-

cepts his fate, resolves to make the
best of it, and appeals to friend and
foe to give the honest men in Louis-
iana a chance to harmonize for the
sake of existence itself, and, strange
to say, men who never fired a shot,
deuounce him straightway as a rene-
gade, and hurl epithets as vigorously
as Beauregard bandied the engines
of war.
